Many of them ripen on the way. It is the 
first business of fruit importers upon the ar- 
rival of a cargo of bananas to get rid of the 
ripe ones as quickly as possible that they 
may not spoil and become dead stock on 
their hands. 
Often good bargains ore got 


by the curbstone banana rnon in this way in 
thoir purchase of dead-ripo fruit. 
When a 


vessel arrives, the wharf where she puts in 
at swarms with men and women. Then be- 
gins a lively competition among them for 
the largest ripe bananas. In a very short 
time every bunch of ripe bananas on the 
vessel is sold. This is merely an incidental 
feature of tho trade. The heaviest part of 
the business comes afterword, for tho bulk 
of tho oargo being green is unfit for use un- 
til ripened. The owners unload their cargo 
and remove the bananas to their 
ware- 


houses, whore they are hung in rows in 
rooms with a temperature of from CO to 70 
degrees. Warner & Merrill, the leading 
dettlers of this city, have an arrangement in 
their largo warehouse., bv. . which 10,000 
bunches of bananas may he ringnino n* Hio 
same time. Slats arc run across the rooms 
under tho coiling, spikes driven into them, 
and the bananas suspended by their stems 
on strings. 
In walking through 
these 


rooms, witn the bananas hanging in great 
clusters overhead, it is easy to imagine one's 
self iu a great banana grove. 
It 
usually 


takes from four to sii days for them to 
ripsn. The growth of the banana trade 
within the post few years has boon almost 
marvelous. 


Formerly bananas wore things that could 


bo only obtained in cities and largo towns. 
Now, 
confectioners and fruit-dealers in near- 


ly every small country town have them. 
Tho trade is still growing. Messrs. Warner 
& Merritt, in tho height of the season, sell 
as many as 1.1,000 bunches a week.

ship thorn as far south as Alabama, and west

A decision was rendered by tho United 


States Supreme Court on Monday, in tho 
ease of Morris Hanger against tho city of 
New Orleans, which is of groat interest to 
holders of municipal bonds. In this case 
tho city of Now Orleans had issued in 1854 
her bonds in nid of railroads running into 
the city, under authority of an act of the 
Legislature. 
The act authorized the issue
